ON tho 18th July, at about 10:80 At, Major Robert: Whitney’ fimbrie, America 
consul, siccompuniod by Mr, M. Seymour, an American citizen undergoing setet 
the Americar consulate, were, together with a Persian servant of the consulate, visiting 
the doone of n miracle recently alleged to have taken plus in the neighbourhood of the 
Saka Khaueh (public fimnutain), id the south-western quarter of Tebran, at which a 
vrafeesor of the, Bahai frith was said to have beon atricken. with blintness for 
blaspheming the Musvulmisn religion. 

Major Imbrie wid his companion hud taken a photograph of the scene of the 

mole and; with his companion, had rventorod his carriage, which began to drive 
away. 

"A conaidorable crowd hind collected in the vicinity and began to shont thar the 
two Ameriouis wore Bahais and fad killed some Sfussulmans and has tried to, poison 
the water, ‘The mob thereupon sét-uyon Major Imbrie and his companion with brital 
furoeity, aud attaoked them with stones, sticks and other weapons.

Memorandum on the Bakhtiari Situation in June 1924, 


THE following is an appreciation of the effect on the tribes in South-West 
Persia generally, and on the Bakhtiari tribes in particular, of the centralising policy 
pursued by the Persian Government during the last two years, and is based on 
observations made in the course of a journey from Ahwaz to Isfahan vid the 
Bakhtiari country in June 1924, 


Luristan, 


Early last autumn the military attaché at His Britannic Majesty's Legation 
recorded in detail Serdar Sepah’s plans for the disarmament of the tribes in the 
south-west. ‘The initial steps were to be taken against the Lurs of Luristan, which 
isundoubtedly the key to the whole tribal situation. Until the Khorremabad—Diz! 
road is open and safe for the regular passage of troops, the dotachnionts at, Dizful, 
Shushtar and Bebbehan must remain isolated and at the meroy of Bakhtiari and 
to offer armed resistinee to the Persian 


oaths 
splayed by the General Officer Commanding’ the Western Army, and although 
Khorremabad is reported to be’ once more in the hands of Government. troops, 
guerrilla warfare at which the Lars are adepts is likely to continne for some tine to 
Come. Tt must be remembered, however, that the Lurs could normally have counted 
on support from the Baklitiari aud the Sheikh of Mobammerah, and the fact, that 
such support has not been forthcoming must be attributed mainly to the restraining. 
influence exercised by the policy of His Majesty's Government. 


Kuhgitu, 

‘Two years ago when the Kulgilus were freed from the Bakhtiari yoke and 
placed under a Persian Military Governor with headquarters at Behbehan, they 
Imagined that a new and better era had dawned for them, They have since revised 
that opivion, Where the Bakhtiari khans were unable to collect any revenue or 
were forced to remit a large proportion, the Persian Military Governor has not only 
insisted on the collection of the full amount in cash, but in Ue ease of the Bahmah 
the most powerful of the Kuhgilu tribes, hus increased the revemme from 3,000 to 
13,000 tomans annually, Ono or two Bahmai chiefs whoth 1 suet assured mo that 
they would not submit to this treatment another year, uid that other Kuhgilu chiefs 
wore ready to follow their example, 


Bakhtiari 

‘The summer of 1923 found the Bakhtiari khang completely demoralised: by: the 
punishment inflicted by Serdar Sepah for their participation in the Shalil incident. 
They had allowed themselves to be inveigled into Tebran where they were virtually 
hostages, and where the defection of Serdar Assad, Serdar Mohtashan and. Amir 
Jang trom the rest enabled the Persian Government to exact first of all a fine of 
150,000 tomans in cash as reparation for the Shalil incident, and later, a bond to 
pay 500,000 tomans in yearly instalments on account of arrears of revenue, At the 
same time-a severe blow was dealt at their anthority by-the separation of the Chahar 
Lang (Mahmoud Salihi) tribes from the Bakhtiari" hukunat.” (Government), a 
measure which was shortly afterwards xd to the Chahar Lang (" Kiunars 
tribes of Jancki. It was only after the failure of the Governnent’s plans for 
reducing Luristan a year later and the threat of immediate resignation of the 
Tikhani and Ibeggi that Serdar Sepah consented to restore the Janeki section once 
more to the Bakhtiari " hukumat. 

‘The Bakhtiari khans have since recovered much of their moral: ‘They have 
eon encouraged by: the defeat recently inflicted on Government troops by the Lurs, 
by the hostile spirit shown by their own tribesmen towards the introduction 
of Persian troops into Chahar Mabal, and by the revulsion of feeling in their own 
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favour exhibited by the inhabitants of Chahar Mahal, Faraidan and Isfahan. Tn 
Faraidan and Chahar Mahal in particular, the  sarbazi " (recruiting) contribution 
was very harshly enforced in 1928 with the result that in addition to the regular 
quota of recruits, cash contributions were levelled in Chabar Mahal alone to the 
extent of some 150,000 tomans. ‘The greater portion of this sum is believed to hav 
found! its way into the pockets of the Amir Lashkar and his staf, Mareover, the 
Khang believe that the Persian Government intends ultimately to, deprive them of 
their personal estates in Chahar Mahal, and they are determined not to relinquish 
these without a struggle 
Tks significant that althonigh a year ribesmen were anxious 
to be rid of their khans and to culti idepend is with the representa 
tives of the Persinn Government, they are now threatening to oppese by force. with 
or without the assistance of their Khans, the penetration of Persian troop 
Chahar Mahal, ‘Tho lead is being taken hy the Ahmed Khosrawi and Zarasm 
tribes, who own extensive properties in Janeki and who fear that the so 
movement in Janelsi until recently encouraged by the Persian Government will r 
n the loss of those properties. At Malamir only six weeks ago a. memori 
signed by over 1,000 Bakhtiari tribesmen to the effect that if asked to 
their rifles to the Persian Government they would disown their khans, and that 
in no circumstances would a nomad tribe help the Persian Govern 
nother nomad tribe. Tt was intended to cixoulate this nwmorial amongst. the 
Luristan and Knshgai tribes, More recently a threatening letter was addressed by 
the heads of the Zaraswand tibe to the commander of the 
‘Abrisham near Tstuhan, in which the commander

Tn an interview accorded to me by Serdar Sepak last summer [pointed out 
tliat it-was impolitic to soparate the Chahar Lang tribes from the Haft Lang if 
he hoped to count on the support of the former in military operations undertaken 
‘against the Haft Lang. T explained that if the northern section of the Chahar 
Lang were left under the control of the Bakhtinri khans he could at any: moment 
detach them trom their allegiance, but if they were brought. directly under. the 
control of the Persian authorities they would soon tire of their now masters ancl 
would be reidy to thow in their lot with the Haft Lang in the event of any 
weakening af the Central Government in Tehran. ‘This anticipation is likely to be 
realised if Persian troops enter Chahar Mahal with hostile intent 
Tn all these circumstances it may seem surprising that the khans as a whole 
have taken no steps to consolidate their position against the Persian Government 
both by mobilising their own tribesmen and by making alliances with the Lurs and 
the Kashgais ‘The oxplanation lies primarily in the fact that the khans axa whole 
desire to remain on the friendliost torn with His Majesty's Legation, and beliey 
that Serdar Sepah and his Cabinet enjoy the full support of His Maje 
Government; to a lessor extent to the fact that Serdar Mohtasham and Amir fang 
owe their appointments directly to Serdar Sopah and cannot an

‘Phe natural slowness of tho Majlis, an increasing dissatisfaction with the American 
advinors, and a growing focling among Persians that the latter would be better advised 
to concentrate their aiteution on the perfuetion of existing means of raising revenu: 
rather than embarking on new methods of taxation, may possibly prevent these Billy 
from becoming Iaw for some time to come or even tall. "The present politica) situation 
and the practical suppression for thy tine being. of the Opposition may also militate 
against sheir early passage. 

With regard to the attitude which His Majesty's Government, should adopt shoul 
these Bills Become: Jaw and an attempt nude to enforce the payment of the now, taxrs 
by foreigners, I would point out that our only claim to general exemption from Pe 
Tinporinl taxes, not. specifically referred to in article 2 of the Commercial Convention 
1908 (i,, taxes on goods imported into Persia), appears to rest on our final right und 
thio Chpitulations to refiise to allow the Porsian authorities of their own ascond to 
enforce payment, ‘The Persian argument against this contention is clearly set forth in 
the first enclosure to my above-mentioned despatch.

Tt must first be stated that they were almost entirely responsible for the original 
initiative in the matter. I have discussed the matter with them at great length, and 
Dr, Millspaugh, while apparently sufliciently moved by my arguments to agree that 
their case was not proven, none the less obstinately defended the thesis that other 
reasons would be discovered to invalidate the sheikh’s fitmans, “ You will probably 
find that the shetkh’s firmans are not valid,’ he repeated to me with parrot-like 

rity. Finally, on bein xd as to the reasons of this serious statement from 
in his position, he add that anyhow the sheikh could probably 
fe proved not to have fulfilled his contract under his firmans, This contract, 
according to Dr. Millspaugh, was to cultivate his lands more thoroughly than he 
ad hitherto done. In response to an enquiry whether the sheikh was’ under an 
obligation. to the whole desert under his control blossom like a rose, 
Dr, Millspaugh replied: “Technically, yes.” 

T report this conversation in detail as an indication of the extreme difficulty of 
reasoning with Dr. Millspangh. Both he and Colonel MacCormack, his principal 
adviser in these matters, appear to possess a similar mentality. Iam not prepared 
to acouse them of deliberate malice, but 1 do attribute to them a certain fatious 
inelasticity of mind which renders them, as in this case, capable of causing great 
uarm to tlie country they have undertaken to advise 

Just before the crisis reached its height on the open declaration of re 
against the existing Prime Minister, { had another long conversation with 
in which T made an earnest appeal to their common sense, 

‘Dhe alleged revocatory firman did not apply to the sheikh. It liad just been 
ascertained that it did not exist, the original, after the restricted action for which 
it had been designed had been taken, having been destroyed. ‘The Persian Govern 
ment had announced that a mistake had been made, and, in addition to approving 
the telegram sent in this seuse by the Prime Minister to the sheikh, had agreed to 
write to the Imperial Bank of Persia stating that the sale of lands to them was 
illegal on the grounds that the slicikh's original firmans forbade such a transaction 
The matter was thus settled, and it only remained for the letter to be sent to the 
bank in unequivocal terms, as the Minister for Foreign Affairs had promised ine 
would be done, I understood that the drafting of this letter would come, or had 
come, before the advisers, and 1 could not sufliciently emphasise the importance of 
no further attempt being made to employ a form of words which would leave any 
doubt in the matter. What would be the attitnde of the advisers wore any doubt 
permitted! Either on their advice the Persian Government would be “ hedging” 
On a matter of vital importance with regard to which they had given us a definite 
promise, or they (thie advisers) would be urging the Persian Goyernment to.a course 
of action, indeYensible and illegal in itseli and deleterious to their own. inte 
vhich the Persian Government themselves were unable to accept.

JN my despatch No. 440 of the 10th September P had the honour, in reporting 
on the composition of Serdar Sepah’s new Cabinet, to express the opinion that t 
prospect of productive diplomatic relations had been greatly enhanced by the 
Appointment of Mushar-ul-Mulk to the post of Minister for Foreign Affairs, 

‘This hope has been fully justified, In spite of his Excellency's frequent 
illn it has been possible to discuss matters in an entirely friendly manner and 
to achieve certain concrete results. Not only has his Excellency personally, in 
conjunction with the Prime Minister, pushed through the Majlis the ratification 
of the arrangement concluded for the settlement of the Urnimia Lake question, 
which had completely hnng tire in spite of the constant efforts of this Legation, but 
he has shown constant goodwill in the settlement of various minor questions, whi 
the Persian Government haye volunteered. to. recognise the Government of Irak and 
to negotiate a treaty with that Government 

Te cannot perhaps be denied that to a certain extent this satisfactory willingness 
to mect His Majesty's Government may be due to a desire to buy our support in 
the unfortinate question arising trom the rebellion of the Sheikh of Mohammerah 

T had the honour to report that his Excellency hadespent three hours with 
one inorting in the endeavour to find ont whether His Majesty's Government wei 
displeased with the Persian Government and were endeavouring to ‘squeeze ” 
some CO) ion ont of them.

But Thaye always interpreted the policy of His Majesty's 
Government as consisting in the desire to afford every opportunity to the Persian 
people to emerge towards a state of greater ‘ity and independence, towards 
ene progress foral as well as industrial, which will eventnally enable the world 
‘at large to consider them more and more as a permanent aud inviolable political 
entity than as the mere relic of an ancient civilisation, so decrepit and so worthless

His Highness informa me that i was 
the intention of the Persian Goverument to appoint a Belgian official of high vanke and 
txperienoe to Tebran and a Belgian of lower rank to Busbite, [lis Highness was unde 
the impression that his Government bad already approached the Balgian Government 
with regard to the Tehran appointment, a 3 

My Belgian colleague, M. Gallet, saw the Prime Minister after mo, aud ressive @ 
Jmilarassumance with regard to Tehran. With regard, however, to Bushite, he soerns 
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to have been informed that a Belgian official would be appointed “if the British could 
prove their claim to such an appointment,” 

Tn this connection I would eall_ your attention to Appendix I of the proceedings of 
the firat sitting of the Postal Conference at Bushire on the Sth December, 1922, At 
that conference the Indian delegate requested the Persian delegate to report on bebalf 
of his administration the assurance given to His Majesty's Government with regard to 
the maintenanee of a European or American director-general at ‘Tehran and a European 
or American inspector-general for South Persia, 

‘As regards the inspeotor-general for South Persia, the Persian delegate replied 
that the then incumbent, M. Chaaviaus, had been definitely nominated for a period of 
‘years to that port, and he trusted that such action on the part of the Persian Government 
would be regarded as adequate, M. Chauviaux was dismissed within eighteen months 
of that assurance and has been replaced by a Persian official, although on the 16th 
February last the Minister for Foreign Affairs informed this Legation by letter 
that M: Pire, a Belgian, had been nominated Director of Posts in the south, and 
his serviees there would be continued as long’ as considered expedient. M. Piro did 
not take up the appoiritment, having been sent as second Persian delegate to the 
Stockholm Conference in July. 

Tt appears to me that, although we haye no more formal undertaking than the 
above for the continued presence of a European director or inspector-gonoral in South 
Persia, yet the spirit of the agreement has not been observed by the Persian Government, 
ag the retention of M Chauviaux for a period of eighteen months is hardly in consonan 
with the assurance given by the Persian delegate at the Bushire Conference that he was 
Appointed there for a number of years,

NO further developments have been reported in the Tarkoman situation. ‘The 
Serdar of Bujnurd, as already reported, has returned to Bujnurd to resume the

6. Hf, however, you succeed in obtaining from the Persian 
Assignment, of specific revenues for the purpose, you may Form the Pe 
ment that £2,000,000 will be accepted be Tis Majesty's Government as the total of 
their indebtedness, as. in paragraph 4 above, to carry interest at 7 per cent., with 
the addition of si fund at 2 per cent., the whole to be payable in uwenty-five 
years, ‘This will involve the payment of an annuity of 9 per cent. on £2,000,000,

happily progressing. As the Chargé d’ Affaires on Monday, the Ist December, made 
somo statoments on the part of his Government in connection with the returned and 
Ganvelled note, the Porsian Minister for Foreign Affairs is ordered by his Gover 
tent to make the following official representations to His Majesty's Chargé 
d’Affaires, 

‘The Porsian Government cannot imagine it possible that the British Government 
Would take such measures, as the Persian Government does not admit the right of 
any Forvign State to give guaranters, stich as those mentioned in the returned note, 
to one of the bond jide subjects of the Imperial Government. 

Whder. these circumstances, and in order to avoidl any misunderstanding, the 
above-mentioned note was returned to the Legation, and it is hoped that this good 
intention of the Government will he appreciated. In conclusion, the views of the 
Porsian Governnicnt for the maintenance of its full sovercign rights are reiterated.
